ffective midnight of Friday, January 20th, the University of 
Sudbury Faculty Association will be in a legal strike position. 



Mediated talks between the Board of Regents for the University 
of Sudbury and the University of Sudbury Faculty Association are 
scheduled to take place today and tomorrow (January 19th and 20th), 
but if the talks fail, the faculty at the university could hit the strike 
lines as early as Monday, January 23rd. 

Dr. Andrii Krawchuk, President and Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Sudbury, remains optimistic that a settlement can be 
reached. 

"Our current negotiations with the professors' association have 
covered a lot of ground since they began last June. We have reached 
agreement on a number of important provisions of the collective 
agreement, thanks to the spirit of cooperation, respect and commit- 
ment to our primary objective as a university - the education of our 
students," stated Dr. Krawchuk in a media release. "As we enter the 
final phase of negotiations, I am hopeful that the same constructive 
approach which has already produced valuable results will continue to 
inform our work. The process succeeds when contentions are resolved 
and when there is a deeply-rooted spirit of collegiality within the 
entire university community." 

The faculty association has stated it is seeking an agreement that 
would bring about the kind of changes at the University of Sudbury 
that the professors feel is long overdue and the norm elsewhere in the 
Laurentian Federation. 

"In the last round of negotiations, the provincial conciliator 
reminded us that in bargaining for a first collective agreement, we 
needed tc be realistic: we could not hope for the sophistication found 
in a more developed agreement, one that had been bargained several 
times. We agreed to this, and settled for a limited agreement, but one 
in which, through the bargaining, several objectives had been identi- 
fied as 'to be negotiated' in future rounds," the faculty association 
stated in a release to the media. However, from the association's per- 
spective, things are actually moving backward, and the association 
claims to be frustrated that its goals are not being fully recognized or 
respected. The association also expressed concern that none of the 
members of the negotiating team representing the Board of Regents of 
the University of Sudbury possess any academic experience. 

The faculty association expressed concern that conciliation talks 
to this point have failed because the negotiating team representing the 
Board of Regents of the University of Sudbury "insists on defining 
our work in terms that are not standard in Canadian universities." 
Among the association's concerns are the lack of limits on class sizes, 
the university's ability to cancel classes if the number of students 
enrolled is felt to be unsatisfactory, salaries that "fall further and fur- 
ther behind our colleagues," the refusal to allow departments the lati- 
tude to schedule fourth year seminars on a regular basis, and the 
refusal to grant normal authority to colleagues to evaluate tenure and 
promotion applications. The association also accused the university of 
refusing "to see any other rationale for offering courses than money." 

"There is no reason to allow this sort of treatment to continue, 
either within the university or at the bargaining table. As university 
teachers, we are committed to providing the best possible learning 
experience to our students. If the membership has given its negotiat- 
ing team a 100 percent strike mandate, it is because we believe that 
we have given the employer time and opportunity for seven months to 
respond to our proposals in a way that expresses the normal sort of 
respect and recognition that organize university life. The Board of 
Regents of the University (of Sudbury) has, in our opinion, wasted 
those invitations, and moved further away from the kind of agreement 
we believe we have the right to expect given the work we do," the fac- 
ulty association stated in its release. The association went on to state 
that it will insist upon a negotiated resolution reflective of its mem- 
bers' status as university professois. and that if such a resolution 
required the members to take job action, then the association is pre- 
pared to do so.

However, prior to 
the 2004 federal election, Paul 
Martin stated that he wanted to alter 
the Canada Social Transfer and cre- 
ate a dedicated financial transfer to 
post secondary education, even stat- 




ing numbers as high as seven to eight 
billion. If he had fulfilled this notion, 
given on a nationally televised 
debate about issues facing young 
voters, it is likely that we would be 
seeing a tuition reduction for the fall 
of next year, instead of the planned 
increase. 

So the Liberals have been sort 
of hit and miss in terms of post-sec- 
ondary education. They added a great 
financial benefit to us as part of the 
Layton deal and have promised to 
help us with tuition, but they have 
also let us down in the past. So where 
does that leave the other parties? 
Well, I won't pretend that I have any 
affinity for the Conservative party, so 
I will not bother to provide you with 
my overly biased opinion on their 



Stephe 

Harper announced his party's plans 
for post secondary institutions from 
within a for-profit career college 
shows exactly why I do not feel they 
are fit to care for the needs of stu- 
dents. The NDP, who was without a 
doubt the integral part of demanding 
money for tuition relief in the federal 
budget deal, has stated that they will 
provide money to help reduce tuition 
fees while also working to dramati- 
cally improve the effectiveness of 
Canada's loans and grants programs. 
They have committed to a grant sys- 
tem that will improve the affordabil- 
ity and the accessibility of Canada's 
colleges and universities. 

The other parties too, including 
the Green Part of Canada, have 
sought to make post-secondary edu- 
cation an iss.ue in this election. I 
believe that this shows how impor- 
tant our situation is becoming in the 
eyes of Canadians. It means that peo- 
ple are starting to recognize the diffi- 
culties we face today, a recognition 
that has in part come from our ability 
and willingness to be vocal about 
what we like and do not like. We 
must continue to be vocal by getting 
out on Monday, January 23rd and 
voting. For those of you who live in 
residence and would like to find out 
how to vote, come to the SGA/AGE 
office and talk to either myself or 
your VP Issues, Lyndsey Wye, who 
has been working incredibly hard to 
make sure that you can vote.

LU student creates Immersive Display System

Laurentian University is home 
to many great minds. From 
brilliant professors involved 
in scientific research, to the person 
you call to come fix your computer 
problems. Everywhere you look, 
you will find intelligence. 

This especially can be noticed 
of the many thesis students, con- 
ducting their studies and research 
right here on campus. Dean Lupini 
is exactly one of the brilliant minds. 

A thesis student at Laurentian 
University, his is currently working 
on project that will help shine light 
on the University's innovative 
approach to mining. As part of his 
Master's in Applied Science, 
Lupini is working on creating an 
Immersive Display System for the 
school of Engineering. The idea, 
suggested by Dr. Greg Baiden, 
hopes to introduce a more useful 
technology for remote mining oper- 
ations by providing an alternative 
display system to the traditional flat 
screen. 

In order to build his prototype, 
Lupini began with hardware from a

desktop computer, then proceeded 
to create a software system custom 
engineered from the ground up that 
would capture video and have pro- 
cessing capabilities to project the 
data on to a concave screen. The 
display system was created by com- 
bining a wide-angle camera and a 
modified multimedia projector 
plugged into a custom built com- 
puter system which correlated with 
an original hemispherical screen. 
The modified screen would allow 



for a wider and better picture of the 
surroundings in which the equip- 
ment is being used. 

Once it is fully developed, the 
Immersive Display System can 
benefit the mining industry in many 
ways. The innovative technology 
has the potential to reduce health 
and safety issues by increasing 
mining operations at a surface 
level. This alternative to traditional 
mining has the ability to reduce the 
risks involved with working under-

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ground. It will also provide more 
precision in mining operations and 
assist in the exploration of areas 
with limited accessibility. 

Underground exploration is 
continually expanding in the City 
of Greater Sudbury and such proj- 
ects as the Immersive Display 
System can be extremely prof- 
itable. 

"It is really an exciting project 
that will benefit many industries 
not just mining" said Lupini. "It has 
the potential to benefit areas such 
as aerospace, underwater explo- 
ration and even the gaming indus- 
try." 



Lupini has been working on 
the Immersive Display System and 
hopes to have it working at its full 
potential by April. The biggest 
challenge he is facing at the 
moment is the real-time projection. 
The prototype, which is currently 
functional, has a 0.5 second delay 
from video input to screen projec- 
tion. However, with Lupini's aca- 
demic background, a Bachelor of" 
Mathematics in Computer Science 
with a minor in Biolnformatics 
from the University of Waterloo, 
the Immersive Display System is 
sure to contribute to the growth of 
the mining industry.

And they were genuine volun- 
teers. Lee noted that when he first 
stumbled into hypnotism, he had 
always figured that the "volunteers" 
were actually planted in the audi- 
ence. So, after seeing a show, Lee 
convinced his girlfriend to allow him

to hypnotize her. 

"I didn't believe in hypnotism," 
he explained. But that all came to a 
screeching halt after his experiment 
proved to be a success, as he man- 
aged to hypnotize his girlfriend. 

After his experiment, Lee decid- 
ed to go to school to study hypno- 
tism, but was faced with one minor 
problem. 

"Back then, there was no school 
for it," he pointed out. As a result, 
Lee joined a society for therapeutic 
hypnotism. At this time, Lee was also 
managing the Hard Rock Cafe, so he 
decided to start putting on shows in 
his own club. Eventually, he decided 
to take his show on the road as a 
vehicle to see the country. 

Over 20 years and 5.000 shows 
later, Lee is one of the biggest acts in 
Canada. 



"'I got into hypnotism by mis- 
take," he said. "It's been a fun mis- 
take." 

In fact, spending so much time 
on the road has become second 
nature to Lee, who spent only six 
weeks at home in North Bay last 
year. Traveling, he said, has become 
the norm for him. 

"It's like life in the fast lane. 
You never get off the train," he said. 
"I can't sit idle. Things feel slow and 
weird when I'm not touring." 

Once upon a time, Lee per- 
formed 300 shows a year. He has 
since cut his schedule back to 
approximately 175 shows a year; 120 
ih Canada, and another 60 in the 
United Kingdom. He has also spent 
time touring in the United Emirates 
and Mexico. 

"We do perform in the United 
States, but its more fun here." Lee 
laughed, noting that because the 
drinking age in the US is 21, most of 
his shows there end up being "dry." 

Despite the fact that he does not 
perform nearly as many shows any- 
more, it does not mean he is not con- 
stantly busy. Lee also trains thera- 
pists in the art of hypnotism, and 
noted that he is responsible for train- 
ing approximately 80 percent of 
Canadian hypnotists. 

The real trick to hypnotism, Lee 
noted, is that there is really no trick 
to it at all. 

"It is just a relaxed state of 
mind," he indicated. He said, truth be 
told, he does not actually hypnotize 



anyone. What really happens, he sug- 
gested, is that they hypnotize them- 
selves. 

"It is all a frame of mind," he 
said. 

What it does do, however, is 
help to reduce a person's inhibitions. 

"If they are an extrovert, they 
will be an extrovert on steroids," he 
joked. "But because it is self- 
induced, it's safe." 

Lee noted that people under the 
effects of hypnosis will not do any- 
thing that they would not do in a con- 
scious state of mind. He estimated 
that he has hypnotized over 30.000 
people over the years, and not once 
has he had a "bad experience." He 
pointed out that, in a case where 
someone has any sort of trauma in 
their past, they will break free from 



the hypnotic effects before anything 
bad could happen. 

Currently, Lee is gearing up to 
head back to the UK for more uni- 
versity shows. The great thing about 
doing the university circuit in the 
UK, he explained, is that it is one 
week different from when North 
American schools hold their spring 
break. So when North American stu- 
dents are off on their break, Lee is 
touring the UK, and vice versa. 

In his time between shows, Lee 
confessed he and his wife are also 
house shopping, though he admitted 
he is in no rush to figure out where he 
will settle down once and for all. 

"Maybe something a bit 
warmer." he remarked. 

In the meantime, Lee said he is 
perfectly content to continue touring.

The Laurentian Lady Vees 
basketball team took to the 
court of the Ben Avery 
Gymnasium this past weekend in 
an attempt to improve their 6-5 
record and claim their first win of 
the new year. 

On Friday night, the Vees 
squared off against a quick and 
skilled Brock Badgers squad. 
However, costly turnovers and 
defensive lapses were the down- 
fall for the Lady Vees, which 
resulted in a 73-66 loss. 

The Badgers dictated the 
pace of the game and put forth a 
valiant effort to shut down All- 
Canadian Cassandra Carpenter. 
Brock's ability to control the 
tempo and generate enforced 
turnovers from the Lady Vees 
team resulted in the Vees being 
down 34-25 at halftime. 

In the second half, the 
Badgers kept up their intensity 
and tenacious defence and in the 
end were able to produce 20 
points off Vees turnovers. The 
Lady Vees had trouble executing 
and getting into a rhythm and 
failed to close the gap. 

"In the end we couldn't 
make the shots down the 
stretch", said head coach Mike 
Clarke.

Carpenter carried the Lady

Attempting to put Friday's 
loss behind them, the Lady Vees 
played host to the Guelph 
Gryphons on Saturday night. The 
Lady Vees inability to convert on 
their opportunities and the 
Gryphons streaky shooting from 
beyond the arc resulted in the 
Vees dropping the decision, 68- 
58. 

Guelph began the game con- 
necting on all cylinders and was 
able to get many uncontested 
open looks at the basket. 
Laurentian started the game slug- 
gishly, committing 9 first half 
turnovers and the Gryphons went 
into the half leading 29-23. 

The remainder of the game 
was highlighted by Guelph's 
ability to gain momentum by 
sinking countless three point bas- 
kets and holding off late surges 



by the Lady Vees. 

"We simply could not exe- 
cute," said head coach Mike 
Clarke. "We are making progress 
but what young teams lack is 
consistency and that is what we 
are in need of."
